TEACH us HOW TO PRAY 

It is noteworthy that the diseiples requested of Jesus 
that He teaeh them how to pray. These were religious men 
who had been following Jesus for quite some time. How 
eould it be that they did not know how to pray? Don’t we 
all pray, almost instinctively, every time we have some 
crisis or serious felt need? Prayer is virtually universal. 
Every culture has its forms of prayer, and almost everyone 
instinctively says something like “Dear God, help me 
through this” in times of crisis. There is also the near 
universal clasping of hands in prayer and the exclamations 
of “Oh my God” when we see something horrific or are 
in crisis. Even many of our everyday expressions contain 
a simple prayer. “Goodbye” is etymologically connected 
to the expression “God be with you,” just as “adios” in 
Spanish literally means “to God.” Many of us also utter 
prayers spontaneously in times of joy or wonder, thanking 
God or praising Him for a beautiful sunset or a blessed 
turn of events. “Alleluia” is one such expression. And 
sometimes there are cross-cultural borrowings of prayer 
without us knowing it; the Spanish word “ojala,” which 
means “hopefully” is derived from the Arabic meaning 
“may God will it.” Which brings us back to the disciples’ 
request. In answering their request, Jesus gave them the 
Lord’s prayer, which tells us, among other things, to pray 
that God’s will be done.

Salato Wildlife 
Education Center 
closing for winter 

The Salato Wildlife Edu¬ 
cation Center in Frankfort 
will close for the winter at 5 
p.m. Wednesday, Nov. 22. 

Seasonal closures allow 
the center’s staff to conduct 
needed maintenance to ex¬ 
hibits and facilities, which 
ensure a quality experience 
for the center’s 50,000 yearly 
visitors. Staff members also 
use the time to train the wild¬ 
life used in the center’s edu¬ 
cational programs. 

The center offers a num¬ 
ber of wildlife and conserva¬ 
tion programs, many of which 
employ the use of live animals 
including snakes, turtles, rap¬ 
tors and mammals. 

“Our staff is going to fo¬ 
cus on training our two new¬ 
est program animals during 
the winter closure,” said Sa¬ 
lato manager Brent McCarty. 
“We’re excited to have two 
new animals that will help us 
make connections with our 
visitors. Our goal is to unveil 
these animals to the public in 
the spring of 2018.” 

Fans of the center can 
view see what’s going on 
behind the scenes during the 
winter closure on the Salato 
Facebook page or on the Sa¬ 
lato Twitter page. The Salato 
Wildlife Education Center re¬ 
opens for the season March 1, 
2018. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources operates the Salato 
Center to educate and inform 
the public about wildlife and 
conservation.

Howdy Folks! America 
Recycles Day is (was, 
depending on the day 
you receive your paper) 
November 15 and we 
apologize for not reminding 
you of this important date in 
last week’s article! This year 
marks the 20th anniversary 
of the America Recycles Day 
that is recognized globally 
and especially promoted 
in the United States as the 
one day set aside annually 
to encourage recycling! 
Bracken County citizens 
are fortunate to have access 
to nine recycling trailers 
within its borders with six of 
them three years old or less! 
A good rule of thumb for 
recycling is to remember the 
Top 10 in the Bin campaign 
which lists the top ten 
recyclable items throughout 
the country. These are: 1) 
cardboard; 2) paper; 3) food 
boxes; 4) mail; 5) beverage 
cans; 6) food cans; 7) glass 
bottles; 8) jars (glass & 
plastic); 9) jugs; 10) plastic 
bottles & caps. 

As stated in the past, 
plastic is the most difficult 
due to the various grades 
of plastic that we encounter 
daily and food product 
containers especially, but if 
you recycle the items that 
are specifically listed above, 
you will be ok! For instance, 
recycle only plastic jars 
(think fruit and jelly), only 
plastic jugs (think milk, 
water and laundry) and 
only plastic bottles such as 
water and pop. If everyone 
recycled only these ten 
items on a daily basis, the 
amount of space needed 
for landfills would be 
dramatically reduced which 
brings us to the category 
of reduction! Recycling 
reduces the amount of space 


needed in landfills but when 
we buy products with less 
packaging or packaging 
made from recycled material 
we are reducing the amount 
of raw materials or natural 
resources needed to produce 
that packaging! And some 
packaging can actually be 
reused! 

We don’t know anyone 
that does not reuse plastic 
bags! The world is full of 
plastic bags to the tune of one 
million of them being used 
every minute worldwide 
with American citizens using 
100 billion bags annually! 
While a plastic bag is used 
for an average of twelve 
minutes, it is estimated that 
it will take 1,000 years for 
a plastic bag to degrade, but 
it will never bio-degrade. It 
will always remain minute 
pieces of plastic and much 
of discarded plastic ends 
up in the oceans as part of 
fioating garbage patches 
located in the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans! These 
particles outnumber the 
natural marine food source 
of plankton six to one. 
These pieces collect toxins 
like PCBs and DDT at 
levels up to 1,000,000 times 
the levels found in seawater. 
Marine wildlife eat these 
toxic pieces and even plastic 
bags causing death either 
from the toxins, suffocation 
due to blockage of breathing 
passages and also death 
as a result of intestinal 
blockage. 

The good news is that all 
those bags can be recycled, 
BUT not in the recycling 
trailers! These bags must 
be taken to retail locations 
that include area Kroger’s, 
Lowe’s and Walmart stores 
in Maysville. There are bins 
in the lobbies of each of

Do not put them into the 
recycling trailers because 
they will be sent to the 
landfill as the Recycling 
Center does not accept 
them. An alternative to 
plastic bags is the reusable 
shopping bags. (Also, 
quick note: our office will 
no longer be accepting 
household batteries. 

Please put them into your 
weekly trash for Rumpke 
pickup). November 15’s 
America Recycles Day is 
an opportunity to start a 
recycling program for your 
family and co-workers and 
then dedicating each day to 
RECYCLING, REUSING 
and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful!

Read To Achieve 

By Tamara Denham, Reading 
Intervention Teacher 

Another year of Reading 
Intervention Classes served 
by the Read-To-Achieve 
grant has gotten off to a great 
start at Augusta Indepen¬ 
dent! Beginning of the year 
assessments, as well as MAP 
scores from last spring and 
iReading scores from this 
fall, identified 40 students 
in grades K-3 needing these 
services. These numbers 
are consistent with previous 
years starting count. Students 
in their second year of inter¬ 
vention reported an increase 
in class performance and 
iReading scores this fall. 

Intervention services 
for kindergarten students 
focus on letter names, letter 
sounds, phonemic segment¬ 
ing, and phonemic blend¬ 
ing. First and second grade 
students focus on phonics, 
sight word, fluency, and ba¬ 
sic comprehension. Third 
grade students focus heav¬ 
ily on comprehension with 
word recognition strategies 
embedded in the lessons. 

Student progress data 
already indicates improve¬ 
ment in all grades, and 
expectations of students 
“graduating” from interven¬ 
tion services is highly likely 
for many students. Program 
“graduation” is dependent of 
progress data taken in the in¬ 
tervention classroom, grade 
level classroom perfor¬ 
mance, teacher recommen¬ 
dations, parent input, and/ 
or iReading scores. These 
same criteria can place a stu¬ 
dent who is not currently re¬ 
ceiving intervention services 
into the program during the 
school year. 

It is a pleasure to work 
with students through this 
grant. It is so rewarding 
watching students break the 
code to reading words and 
comprehending material. I 
look forward to seeing tre¬ 
mendous growth this year.

First frost halts 
hemorrhagic disease 
outbreak in deer 

The recent cold snap 
experienced across Ken¬ 
tucky effectively ended the 
state’s worst outbreak of 
epizootic hemorrhagic dis¬ 
ease in white-tailed deer in 
a decade. 

Epizootic hemorrhagic 
disease (EHD) is a viral 
disease transmitted to deer 
by biting flies or midges. 
It does not affect people or 
pets, and outbreaks cease 
at the first frost, which kills 
the bugs. 

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources receives and 
confirms EHD deer mortali¬ 
ties each year but the out¬ 
break this year was severe 
by comparison. The depart¬ 
ment started receiving re¬ 
ports of sick or dead deer in 
some east Kentucky coun¬ 
ties in July. August brought 
confirmation that a common 
strain of the EHD virus was 
to blame. 

The department encour¬ 
aged the public to report sus¬ 
pected cases, and the public 
responded. Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife fielded 1,822 
individual reports and doc¬ 
umented 4,586 suspected 
EHD cases through phone 
calls and an online report¬ 
ing system. 

“Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife would like to thank 
the public for its assistance,” 
said Dr. Iga Stasiak, state 
wildlife veterinarian with 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. 
“The incredible response 
we received was invalu¬ 
able in helping us gauge the 
extent and intensity of this 
year’s severe outbreak. The 
public’s feedback through 
those outlets helped biolo¬ 
gists monitor the situation 
in real-time and generate 
incredibly helpful maps.” 

This year’s outbreak af¬ 


fected multiple states across 
the Appalachian Plateau. In 
Kentucky, it was primarily 
confined to counties along 
and south of Interstate 64 
and east of Interstate 75. The 
epicenter of the outbreak in 
Kentucky appeared to be in 
Floyd and Pike counties. 

The severity of this 
year’s outbreak in east Ken¬ 
tucky is comparable to that 
seen in other parts of the 
state in 2007. While EHD 
can cause significant re¬ 
gional population die-offs, 
populations recover with 
time, Stasiak said. 

“The herd is resilient,” 
said Gabe Jenkins, deer 
program coordinator with 
Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life. “We had probably the 
highest densities of deer 
that we’ve ever seen in 
that part of the state. Yes, it 
knocked them back pretty 
hard but the population will 
rebound.” 

Herd estimates after 
the 2016-17 hunting season 
pegged the statewide deer 
population at about 850,000 
animals. 

Kentucky’s deer seasons 
are continuing as scheduled 
this year. 

“Department biologists 
will be looking closely at 
harvest data and monitoring 
the deer herd ahead of next 
year’s hunting season,” Sta¬ 
siak said. “We will also be 
monitoring deer at several 
check stations throughout 
the hunting season to iden¬ 
tify deer that may have been 
exposed to the disease and 
assess the degree of immu¬ 
nity in the herd.” 

Although EHD is not 
transmissible to people, the 
department reminds hunters 
to avoid eating animals that 
appear to be sick and asks 
that sick deer be reported 
to the department either 
by calling 1-800-858-1549 
between 8 a.m.-4:30 p.m. 
(Eastern) weekdays or con¬ 
tacting their local private 
lands or public lands biolo¬ 
gist, depending on where 
the animal was observed.

Quarles Urges Military Veteran 
Farmers to Stand Up and Be 
Counted in 2017 Ag Census 


Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner Ryan Quarles en¬ 
couraged Kentucky military 
veterans who are farmers to 
respond to the 2017 Census 
of Agriculture, a snapshot of 
American agriculture taken 
every five years. 

“Many veterans are find¬ 
ing that farming provides 
a way for them to continue 
their service to their com¬ 
munities and their country,” 
Commissioner Quarles said. 
“This year’s Census gives 
them a unique opportunity to 
be counted.” 

“We have 22 million vet¬ 
erans in the United States, 
and five million of them live 
in rural America,” said David 
Knopf, director of the NASS 
Eastern Mountain Regional 
Office in Kentucky. “The 
data from the 2017 Census of 
Agriculture will help USD A 
partner with state depart¬ 
ments of agriculture to grow 
veteran opportunities in the 
ag community, enabling 


them to fill the roles that 
keep America’s food supply 
safe and secure, sustain rural 
communities, and protect the 
environment.” 

For the first time, the 
Census of Agriculture in¬ 
cludes a question that asks 
whether the respondent has 
ever served on active duty in 
the U.S. Armed Forces, Re¬ 
serves, or National Guard. 
Commissioner Quarles said 
answering the question will 
help USD A measure the 
number of veterans who 
have taken up farming and 
shape programs to meet their 
needs. 

The Census of Agricul¬ 
ture is a complete count of 
all U.S. farms, ranches, and 
those who operate them; it is 
the only source of uniform, 
comprehensive, and impar¬ 
tial agriculture data for every 
state and county in the coun¬ 
try. The Census is used by 
government, educators, ex¬ 
tension, business, and many 


others to make decisions on 
policies, services, and fund¬ 
ing. 

For the purpose of the 
Census, a farm is defined as 
any place that produced and 
sold, or normally would have 
sold, $1,000 or more of ag¬ 
ricultural products during the 
Census of Agriculture year 
- in this case, 2017. The re¬ 
sults of the Census will be 
available in aggregate form 
only; federal law requires in¬ 
formation on individuals to 
be kept confidential. 

Farmers will receive 
Census forms in the mail in 
December. They may com¬ 
plete the printed form and 
return it or respond online 
at agcounts.usda.gov. Com¬ 
pleted forms are due by Feb. 
5,2018.
